‘The Governor-General, 'on the re- 
commendation of the Minister of 
National Revenue, has approved the 
latteration of the Customs regula- 
tions, and has laid it’ down that at 
least half of the cost of production . 
of manufactured goods .{mported 
into the Dominion from Great 
Britain and from those Dominions 
aud Colonies entitled to “prefer-— 
ential” rates must ‘have been pro- 
vided by the Empire before they: 
can qualify for preferential tariff. 
Hitherto the quota has been one- 
quarter., The change comes into 
affect on Feb. 1.. (to-day.) 

The relevant clause in the cer- 
tifieate accompanying the exported 
géods will in future,read aa fol- 
lows: 

* That éach article on this in- 
voice is bona fide the produce or 
manufacture of a country ontitled 
in Canada to the benefits of the 
British preferential tariff and 
specified on the Invoice as its 
country of origin, and that-each :

The chief city of Lower Burma, 
Rangoon, is also ‘a port of import-

SALIENT’ EVENTS IN MUSIC 

ee WORLD. 

‘Have we had a busy muaical year? 
Dooldedly yes, Has it been parti- 
cularly evanbful?= Decidedly no. We 
have had a surfeit of ‘concerts and 
recitals, with hardly break in the 
“seasons.". What have they given 
us by which ‘ muaic-lovers will be 
member 1928? London gets most 
of the world’s famous singers, 
pianists, violinists, and the reet, and 
as good orchestral performances as 
one can hope for under existing con- 
ditions. And London. hears most of 
the newest: music, both native and 
foraign, that comes into existence, 
states Ernest Kuhe in the “Daily 
Telograph.” 

By these tokens you: might not 
unnaturally asgume ‘that concert- 
goers have had much to be grateful 
for in the past twelvé-months. But 
now let us, glamte DRE at the year's 
salient events, and consider briefly 
what all this music-waking amounts 
to In point of real: vital interest, 
First—reserving the opera season 
for later mention n—Fhich among the 
many new works "produced have 
made anything like @ strong impres- 
sion? To take our. own composers 
first, Gustav Holst may claim pride 
of place for having added to his 
output a work which in no way dis-, 
appointed his-adnilrers.
